WOMAN FACING 
DEATH IN CHAIR 


Anna Marie* Hahn Is Sen­ 
tenced By Cincinnati

Mrs. Hahn was convicted Nov. 6 
by a jury of eleven women and one' 
man 
The 
month-long 
trial was 
marked by testimony linking her 
with the asserted poison deaths of 
three other elderly acquaintances, 
Albert Palmer, 72, George Gsell- 
man. 67, and George Gbendoerfer, 
(f7, in what the state contended was 
“the biggest mass murder in the 
country xxx a plot 
to 
slay for 
gain.”

“Tonight,

Roosevelt, 
her 
little voice is stilled,” Mrs. Nidlffer 
wrote. “The first time I ever had 
occasion to call in a doctor for her 
and she was given the elixir of 
sulfanilamide. 
Tonight 
our 
little 
home Is bleak and full of despair. 
All this is left for us is the caring 
for of that little grave. 
"Tonight, Mr. Roosevelt, as you 
enjoy your little grandchildren of 
whom we read about, it Is my plea 
that you will take steps to prevent 
such sales of drugs that will take 
little lives and leave such suffering 
behind and such a bleak outlook on 
the future as I have tonight. 
”It Is easy for people to say ‘try 
to think that she died that others 
might live.’ It is easier to say when 
It doesn’t strike In vour own home.”
